The office of the county commissioners in the court house was 
flooded today by hundreds of nom inating petitions of candidates for 
county and local offices who waited until the last day of the filing 
period to put their papers on record. 
Tile deadline for filing was 
reached at 4 o’clock this afternoon when the court house offices closed. 
Winfield G Homer, chief clerk to the county coff im intoners, and 
an assistant were rushed throughout the day with filing the candi­ 
dates’ papers and collecting the filing fees which Mr. Horner esti­ 
mated may total nearly $1,000. 
Fees range from 50 cents up to $25. 
In spite of the rush today, the first day during the last m onth 
when the flow of papers has been heavy, it seemed likely th a t the 
filing period will close with many positions in a number of town­ 
ships and boroughs lacking candidates. 
Four years ago close to 800 
papers were on file before the primaries.

A 
general committee has been 
named to arrange for the observ­ 
ance of the tw o-hundredth anniver­ 
sary, in 1940, of the founding of the 
historic 
Gettysburg 
Presbyterian 
church. Announcement of the com ­ 
m ittee was made in the weekly 
church bulletin. 
The group includes Donald P. Mc­ 
Pherson, Jr., Esq , S. G. Bigharn, 
Edmund W. Thomas, Mrs. Hugh M 
M cllhenny, Mrs. J P. Dalbey, Judge 
W. C Sheely, Jam es P. Cairns, Mrs. 
C. Harold Johnson, Mrs W alter H 
Danforth, Mrs. Rudolph Rosensten- 
gel and the Rev, Seth C. Morrow, 
pastor. 
The present church edifice at the 
corner of Baltimore and East High 
streets was erected in 1842 and d u r­ 
ing the battle of Gettysburg was 
pressed into service as an emergency 
hospital. 
Later th at year Abraham 
Lincoln worshipped In the church 
with the citizen-hero John Burns, 
on the day the National cemetery 
was dedicated 
The exact date of the organiza­ 
tion of the church is unknown but 
the 
congregational 
history 
dates 
back to the early days of Presby­ 
terianism in this country. 
It is 
known th at what is now the G et­ 
tysburg church was a part of the 
Presbytery of Donegal as early as 
1740 and was first known as Upper 
M arsh Creek Presbyterian church. 
The first church building was locat­ 
ed near Black’s graveyard between 
the Lincoln highway and the Mum- 
m asburg road in Cumberland tow n­ 
ship, 
After about IOO years th at 
building was removed and part of 
its m aterials us<*d to erect a atone 


fence 
around 
the 
graveyard 
at 
Black’s. 
The 
church 
moved 
to 
North W ashington street near the 
present location of the Reading rail­ 
road passenger station. 
The lot on 
which the present building stands 
was bought in 1840. Eight years ago 
a $30,000 Sunday school building 
was built along Hie east side of the 
church replacing a sm aller struc­ 
ture which had housed the church 
school for more than 50 years. 
The printed church history does 
not state the size of th e congrega­ 
tion which worshipped in the first 
church—a small, long, low plain log 
building 
There are now about 400 
members.

Six Studen t Hikers Are 
Trapped by Avalanche of 
Snow; 2 Bodies Recovered 


Glacier, Wash., July 24 
(AP) — 
W orkers dug into the snow on the 
precipitous 
face 
of 
lofty 
M ount 
Baker today, in a search for the 
bodies of four of six college students 
trapped Saturday in an avalanche. 
Bodies of two of the victims, Alice 
Jam es, 
of 
Arlington, 
and 
Julius 
Cornblutt, of Bellingham, have been 
recovered. 
The 
missing are 
Viene 
Fisher, 
Coupeville; M aynard Howat, S eat­ 
tle; Hope W ellman, T hornton; and 
Beulah Lindbergs, G reat Falls, Mont. 
Members of the searching party 
were without hope of finding any 
of the missing alive. 
25 In Party 
While downcast by the tragedy, 
the two guides who accompanied the 
western W ashington college of edu­ 
cation’s annual hike were thankful 
it was not more serious. 
There were 25 members in the 
party, guides Don Cox and C hester 
Ullin said, Including themselves 
'The group was under 
“Rom an 
wall,” a rugged cliff only 400 feet 
from Hie 10,750-foot sum m it and 
preparing to scale tile cliff when the 


avalanche of snow came roaring 
down on them. 
The hikers scam pered for safety 
but when they gathered beyond in 
a group six were missing. 
Fight Way O ut 
L. H. McGee, one of the survivors, 
said the snow seemed to come rolling 
down the m ountain like waves on 
the seashore. 
‘‘One of the waves h it me and I 
went under,” he said. ‘‘I Just barely 
got out when another wave came 
along and I was under again. 
I 
know I was in and out of snow sev­ 
eral times before the full force of 
the avalanche swept on below me.” 
Janies Bever said: 
“I was a short distance ahead of 
McGee and most of the others when 
the snow broke loose and came 
roaring down at us. 
There wasn’t 
much we could do because it was on 
top of us almost instantly. 
I was 
buried and I rem em ber having an 
awfully hard tim e pushing my way 
out. 
Fortunately, I w asn’t under 
very deep but I never want to huve 
tile same experience 
again 
I f s 
terrifying.”

BUCKLES AFTER 


BLOW-OUT CRASH 


Three occupants of a large sedan 
had narrow escapes from serious 
injury Sunday m orning when their 
car was struck by a huge truck and 
trailer 
which 
“jack-knifed’’ after 
striking a bridge wall. 
The sedan 
was dragged about IOO feet but did 
not overturn. 
The occupants were 
only shaken up. 
The crash occurred about 11:10

The big truck and trailer was be­

truck and trailer to buckle and 
hurtle forward. 
Caught by the protruding center 
section of the heavy vehicle the 
York sedan was dragged along the 
highway until the truck came to a 
stop. 
Two women who rode with 
Sowers said they were jostled about 
but unhurt 
$500 Damages 
While the trailer was nearly de­ 
molished with a loss of about $500 
an expensive cargo of cellophane, 
liquid soap and other m aterials was 
practically undamaged. Only a rear 
fender and one door of the sedan 
were damaged to the extent of about 
$8. 
Officer K Yemzow from the G et­ 
tysburg detail of the state motor 
police investigated the accident and 
directed traffic around the wrecked 
trailer for several hours. Late in the 
afternoon he was relieved by Officer 
W. W Hoover who rem ained at the 
scene until after 4 o’clock 
By th at 
time the trailer’s cargo had been 
shifted to another truck and the 
wrecked vehicle w*as towed away. 
No charges were brought in the 
case.

Alexandria, Pa., July 24 (AP)—A 
coroner’s inqury was launched to­ 
day into the collapse of a William 
Penn highway bridge which plunged 
a family of three to their deaths in 
the Juniata river Saturday. 
The victims, bound to their New 
York home after a vacation trip to 
Cleveland, were trapped in their 
submerged sedan and crushed by a 
heavy 
truck-trailer 
that 
toppled 
onto their machine. 
They were identified by Sergeant 
R E. Sprenkle of the Pennsylvania 
motor police as Edwin Kaufman, 33, 
advertising artist of Sunny Side, 
Long Island, N. Y.; his wife, Mrs. 
Sophie Kaufman, and their two year 
old son, Bobby. 
Sprenkle reported the machines 
started across the bridge from op­ 
posite directions at about the same 
time. The 100-foot southern half of 
the span pulled loose from a center 
pier and crumpled into a mass of 
twisted iron, hurling the Kaufman 
sedan into three feet of water and 
piling the truck on top. 
The truck driver, Harry Tull of 
Westmont, N. J., and his helper, 
Joseph Cassell of Turtle Creek, Pa 
escaped unhurt when the span col­ 
lapsed but Tull cut his arm in a 
vain attempt to rescue the Kaufman 
family. 
Sprenkle said the coroner's jury 
would investigate reports that the 
truck had struck a strut on the j 
bridge, causing it to give way. 
He 
added that Tull said the truck, own­ 


ed by the Monarch lines of Kan­ 
sas City, Mo., had not hit the bridge. 
Traffic on the highway, one of the 
busiest east-west routes, was cut off, 
forcing light machines to detour to 
a nearby bridge and trucks to use a 
30-mile detour.
